MEXICO’S INDI INDIAN WAR. 


Arthur Savage Predicts it Will Cause 
Trouble With Guatemala, 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

DENVER (Colo.,) Aug. 16.—Arthur 
Savage, inventor of the Savage re- 
peating rifle, who has just returned 
from Mexico, said in an interview to- 
day: 

“Mexico is engaged in a destructive 
war with the Yucatan Indians. In 
fact, the preliminary skirmishes of the 
affair have already commenced, and 
as soon as the regular army of the 
republic can be supplied with arms of 
the latest pattern, hostilites will be 

ushed with the utmost vigor. The 
Yucatan tribe has. never been sub- 
dued ‘by white men, and the chances 
are that the conflict will precipitate 
a war between Mexico and Guatemala. 

“The beundary line between the two 
countries has never been satisfactorily 
setiled, and in the course of the in- 
pending conflict it is prophesied by 
those who have looked into the sub- 
ject that the two republics will be

MERRY HADES. 


Mutiny and Murder and 
Criminal Suits, 


Some Features of the Pittsburgh 
Strike Situation, 


A Highly-important Hearing Had 
on Injunctions. 


Rights of Capital and Labor Both 


Involved—The Decision Expected 
to Have a Telling Effect When 
Rendered—Surprises Predicted. 


_. [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 16.—Today was 
fraught with exciting incidents on 
matters pertaining to the miners’ 
Strike. Mutiny in the miners’ camp, a 
murder in the deputies’ ranks, filing of 
criminal —nd civil suits against the De 
Armitts, and the hearing of the in- 
junction case against President Dolan 
and others kept both sides to the 
Struggle busy, and on the qui vive all 
day long. The hearing in the injunc- 
tion case before Judges Stowe and Col- 
lier was perhaps one of the most im- 
portant and interesting ever held in 
the Federal Court. It was a hearing 
in which both capital and the rights 
of labor were interested, and the de- 
cision is expected to have a telling ef- 
fect on the conduct of the great coal- 
miners’ strike, which has been on 
since July 5. 

From the testimony adduced and 
from the expressions of the court, it 
can be safely said that there will be 
some surprises. That the injunction 
will be materially modified there can 
be no doubt, which on its face would 
indicate a victory for the strikers. The 
preliminary decree has been continued 
pending a consultation of the judges, 
and an opinion will probably be 
handed down by noon tomorrow. 

As near as can be learned, the strik- 
ers, under the injunction, can march, 


but not at stated times, as long as 


‘they are not in company with any of 
these defendants. 
MOTIONS BY COUNSEL. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 16.—Hearing in 
the equity case of the New York and 
Cleveland Coal and Gas Company 
against the United Mine Workers of 
America was called at 10 o’clock this 
morning in the Court of Common Pleas 
before Judges Stowe and Collier. When 
the court opened, the plaintiff’s counsel 
asked that the injunction be made 
permanent, and the defendants’ attor- 
ney made a counter motion for its dis- 
solution. Both motions were declared 
out of order and President de Armitt 
was called to the stand and testified to 
the facts set forth in the affidavit filed 
when the preliminary injunctions were 
issued. 

The hearing in the de Armitt in- 
junction case against the striking 
miners closed this afternoon. The court 
announced that a final decision would 
be rendered tomorrow, and pending 
this, the preliminary injunction would 
be continued. 

In addition to the civil suits entered 
against President W. P. de Armitt by 
his former employés. for wages; three 
criminal suits have. been brought 
against Samuel de Armitt, a brother of 
the president. 

Mrs. Anna Croto, who was evicted 
on Saturday by Samuel de Armitt, has 
brought a criminal suit charging as- 
sault and battery. She says in her 
charge that her husband was not at 
home, and De Armitt took her by the 
shoulders and threw her out of the 
house. She says he held a_ hatchet 
above her head and threatened to kill 
her. Her two children, small boys, 
were also thrown from the house. 

John Croto, her husband, also sues 
De Armitt for larceny. He claims that 


after assaulting his wife and children. 


and throwing his household goods from 
his house, De Armitt took with him ‘a 
small keg of wine and a $16 revolver of 
Croto’s, and has since refused to re- 
turn them. Writs and warrants will 
be served on De Armitt in the morning. 


DEPUTIES FIGHT. 


Frank Anderson Assails and Fatally 
ounds Robert Kerr. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 16.—Two depu- 
ties, Robert Kerr and Frank Ander- 
son, employed as guardians of the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company, fought this afternoon, and 
as a result Kerr cannot live until 
morning. 

It is not known what the men fought 
about, but they met on a bridge cross- 
ing Plum Creek and after a few words 
Anderson was seen to hit Kerr, who 
retaliated, and a rough-and-tumble 
fight, lasting about five minutes, fol- 
lowed. Anderson succeeded in draw- 
ing his revolver, and placing it close 
to Kerr’s abdomen, fired, the ball tear- 
ing through the victim’s intestines and 
lodging in his back. The physicians 
say he will die in a few hours, 


STRIKE IN HONEYBROOK. 


The First_ Defection Among 
Miners in Eastern Pennsylvania, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
HAZELTON (Pa.,) Aug. 16.—Twenty- 
ty-five hundred miners of the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre collieries in the Hon- 
eybrook district went on a strike this 
morning and at a meeting tonight they 
resolved in a body to stand together. 
This is the first defection among the 
miners of astern Pennsylvania,

BACK FROM CANADA. 


James S. Parsons Braves the Law to 
Die at Home. 
RY ASSOCTATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The Herald's 
dispatch from Hartford, Ct., says: 

“James S. Parsons, the fugitive pres- 
ident of the Continental Life Insurance 
Company, has returned after ten years, 
a penniless man, to pay his debt to 
nature. It is said that he has an in- 
curable disease of the stomach, and 
can live but a short time. He had 
been living in Canada since the wreck- 
ing of the company, but for a year 
or so intimate friends have known 
that he was in Massachusetts, latterly 
in a Boston hospital. He was hunted 
out of the United States by officers of 
the law, and returns in the hope that 


he may breathe his last in his own 
home. 

“State Insurance Commissioner Fyler 
began the prosecution against him in 
1887. It was believed that Parsons’s de- 
falcations amounted to between $100,- 
000 and $150,000, thovgh what he had 
done with the money was a mystery. 
Four indictments for making false 
returns to the insurance commissioner 
were made out against him .and 
against the company’s book-keeper.” 


DEATH TOOK HIM AWAY. 


REV. HALE TOWNSEND’S WORK IN 
THIS LIFE FINISHED. 


For Eighteen Months Past He Had 
Been Rector of the Church of 
the Holy Faith in Santa Fe, 
Known in Los Angeles and also 
in the East.

SANTA FE (N. M.,) Aug. 16.—[Spe- 
cial Dispatch.] Rev. Hale Townsend, 
formerly of Los Angeles, but for the 
past eighteen months rector of the 
Church of the Holy Faith (Episcopal) 
here, departed this life today, aged 72. 
Bishop J. Mills Kendrick was with him 
in his last hours, as also was his aged 
wife, who came from California re- 
cently, owing to his illness.

The San Francisco Wife Was Known 
at Exeter, N. H.

EXETER (N. H.,) Aug. 16.—The con- 
test over the Waldron estate of Yreka, 
Cal., is of interest here, from the fact 
that Mrs. Mary Packard Waldron of 
San Francisco, whose will is to be 
fought in the courts, formerly lived 
here. Mrs. Waldron was the eldest 
daughter of the late Ezra S. Durgin. 
After the death of her first husband, 
Mr. Packard, she devoted her time to 
music, .being a singer of considerable 
note. Twenty-five years ago she was 
soprano of the First church choir here, 
then one of the best in the State. She 
had many pupils. It so happened that 
Daniel G. Waldron, the proprietor of a 
company of bell-ringers, chanced to 
hear Mrs. Packard and her sister, Belle 
Durgin, sing, and he immediately en- 
gaged them ata salary to travel with 
his company. They met with great 
success from ‘Maine to California, and 
later Mrs. Packard married Mr. Wald- 
ron. 

It was known at the time that Wald- 
ron had a previous wife living in Ports- 
mouth, but it was believed that he 
must have secured a divorce befoive 
his second marriage. Of late years Mr. 
and Mrs. Waldron have resided in Cali- 
fornia, where a son of Mrs. Waldron 
by her first husband also lives. 
name is Charles Packard. Mrs. Pack- 
ard Waldron was much respected and 
admired by a large circle of friends 
here. Her life since she. was married 
has been a happy one, and it is 
thought by her friends here that she 
will be able to prove that Waldron had 
a divorce from his first wife, who has 
been the principal contestant in the 
will case. 


HE SAVED GRANT. 


Thomas Jefferson Sappington, Esq., 
of Sappington, is Dead,

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Aug. 16.—Thomas 
Jefferson Sappington, an old-time resi- 
dent of St. Louis county, who saved 
Gen. U. S. Grant from capture by 
Confederates, was buried yesterday 
near Sappington, a suburb of this city. 
In 1864, when Gen. Grant came back 
to make a short visit to his farm near 
this city, Mr. Sappington, who was a 
first lieutenant in the Second Missouri 
militia, learned that a number of most 
radical sympathizers with the South 
had planned to capture Gen. Grant and 
take him south as a prisoner. Mr. 
Sappington determined to thwart the 
scheme. He hurried to St. Louis and 
met Gen. Grant just as he was start- 
ing out for his farm. The result was a 
disappointment to the men who were 
lying in ambush for Grant.

NOW THE POPE 


Both Duelists Will Be 


Excommunicated, 


a 


The Prince’s Condition Reported 
as More Favorable, 


He Will not Have to Engage 
With Gen. Albertone. 


Parisians Excited Over the Duel. 
French Pride Injured by the 
Italian’s Success—Wounded Man 
Declaréd to Have Lacked Nerve. 


_ [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. WIRE.1 

PARIS, Aug. 16.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] At noon today it was announced 
that Prince Henri of Orleans, who 
was wounded in the lower right side 
of the abdomen yesterday in a duel 
fought with the Count of Turin, had 
passed a quiét night and his condition 
was considered by his physicians as 
satisfactory. Gen. Albertone, the 


Italian officer, has withdrawn his chal-- 


lenge. It is reported from Rome that 
the Pope will excommunicate both the 
Prince and Count of Turin, as dueling 
is prohibited by the Roman Catholic 
Church, 

HENRI LACKED NERVE. 
PARIS, Aug. 16.—Paris is intensely 
excited over the royal duel. The sale 
of evening papers on the boulevards 
was almost unprecedented, while on 
all sides Knots of Parisians, gesticu- 
lating with their customary energy, 
were discussing, almost 
over the encounter. Although the 
Republicans would fain console them- 
selves with the reflection that Prince 
Henri’s overthrow has killed Orlean- 
ism for a generation, French pride, 
irrespective of party, is deeply hurt 
by the Italian Prince’s victory. 

Happily the mood of the Parisian 
changes quickly and often, for if the 
present temper were to last interna- 
tional would be unavoid- 
able. 

The French anger is further stimu- 
lated by persistent reports that Prince 
Henri was inferior to his opponent. 
in nerve more than in swordsman- 
and was completely overborne 
by the violent, reckless onslaught of 
the Count. The opinion is said to 
have been expressed by the Count’s 
seconds that if P-ince Henri had had 
proper self-control he had an opening 
in the second bout which would have 
easily enabled him to put the Count 
of Turin hors du combat. 


The Count is, also said to have dis- 
played less than his usual skill, and 


Jiterally to have overborne his an- 


tagonist by his desperate onset from 
the very start. According to one ac- 
count the wound in the abdomen from 
which Prince Henri was disabled was 
from his own maAladdresse in parrying 
a fierce lunge of his opponent. It is 
said the Prince ecollapfted instantly, 
looked in alarm 
when his surgeon, &pproaching, asked 
to be permitted te Aress the wound 


quarreling, © 


on Turin’s sword hand, 
bleeding profusely. 

The swords used had been rubbed 
with an antiseptic, but it is needless 
to say that if Prince Henri has sus- 
tained a wound perforating the intes- 
tines, the danger of peritonitis” is great 
and will not have passe for some 
days. It seems to have afforded grat- 
ification that the encounter was real 
and not a sham, but this was due to 
the earnestness with which the Count 
of Turin entered upon it. 

IN A HIGH FEVER. 

PARIS, Aug. 16.—A sensational ru- 
mor, which is not yet cohfirmed, is in 
circulation tonight that the wound of 
Prince Henri of Orleans is not healing 
satisfactorily, and that the patient is 
Suffering from high fever. The physi-

Importance Thereof.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Admiral

Thomas Magee Portrays Their 
Dense Ignorance, 


Prospective Prospectors Should 
Hirst Read Up. 


Difficulties’ of the Trails—Indians Do 
All the: Packing—Teamster Run 
Out of Town—Canada Proposes 
a Joint Telegraph Line,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—Thomas 


Magee, well known as a conservative 
business man and careful observer, 
who accompanied his son to Dyea, 


writes to the Associated Press from 
that point to the effect that the igno- 
rance displayed by the crowds flocking 
to the Klondyke fields is lamentable. 
Of 400 passengers who sailed with 
him on* board the steamer George W. 
Elder, half of whom were from San 
Francisco, not one in twenty had defi- 
nite information as to how to reach 
their destination. 

While the routes were well known, 
the details and conditions to be met 
with were not considered, moSt of the 
searchers for wealth hoping to settle 
all doubts and uncertainties when they 
reached Juneau. Instead, however, furs 
ther confusion. was created by the 


-appalling statements that there were 


only two routes, each of which neces- 
sitated an encounter with apparently 
insurmountable difficulties. There 
were’ plenty of advocates for both 
routes, but most of them were found 
to be interested parties. 

The two starting points, Dyea and 
Skaguay, are separated by four miles 
of salt water. The Dyea trail goes over 
Chilcoot Pass, which involves a climb 
of 3500 feet, while the other, which 
is not yet completed, has a 2650-foot 
climb over White Pass; 
being six miles longer, is boggy in 
places. The Indians, who are the sole 
packers, all pack over Chilcoot Pass 
from Dyea. Nearly five hundred pack 
animals are now en route, and on thejr 
arrival will. be organized into regular 
pack trains, which will remove the 
chief obstacle, for transportation of 
supplies over ‘the thirty-five miles of 
land, is much more _ formidable 
than that over the 560 miles of water 
on the other side of the pass. 

On August 7 a miner was drowned 
while packing goods over a foot log, 
about a mile and a half from Skaguay. 
A teamster charged $10 for bringing 
the corpse into town, and this so en- 
raged the people that he was ordered 
to leave town at once. He was offered 
$2000 for his wagon and team before 
he left Juneau. 


FROM OFFICIAL SOURCES. 


The Kind of Men Who Should Tempt 
Fate Up North. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says Sec- 
retary Gage has just received from 
the Minister of the Interior an official 
report on the Klondyke mining dis- 
trict. It is a condemnation of the re- 
ports of William Ogilvie, the Dominion 
land surveyor, and contains other mat- 
ters from other officers of the Canadian 
government, who have previously vis- 
ited the region or are there now. At 
the outset the Minister states that the 
report is published in response to nu- 
merous public demands. 

“The object,” he says, “is not to 
induce anyone to go to that country 
at the present time. Until better means 
of communication are established, a 
man undertakes serious risks in going 
there unless he has sufficient resources 
to tide him over the long winter. After 
September egress from the country is 
practically impossible until the next 
June, and a person who has not been 
successful in locating a paying claim 
has to depend for his subsistence upon 
finding employment. Wages are at 
times abnormally high, but the labor 
market is very narrow and easily over- 
stocked. 

“Tt is estimated that from the middle 
of June 500 to 1600 people have crosse@g 
from Dyea this’ season. Several more 
will by steamers up the Yukon, 
Whether employment will be available 
for all and for the considerable pop- 
ulation already in the district is some- 
what doubtful. It will therefore be

An excerpt from the report of A. E. 
Willis, assistant surgeon-general for 
1895, is given to indicate the climate 
of the Klondyke, characteristics of the 
inhabitants and the meade of living. 
He also describes the kind of men that 
should go to the Klondyke. He says: 

“The climate is wet. During the 
winter months the cold is intense, with 
usually considerable wind. A heavy 
mist rising from open plains in the 
river settles down in the valley in 
extreme weather. This dampness makes 
the cold felt much more, and is con- 
ducive to rheumatic pains, colds and 
In selecting men to live in 
this country I beg to submit a few re- 
marks, some of which will be of as- 
sistance to the medical examiners in 
making their recommendations. 

“Men should be sober, strong ang 


healthy. They should be practical 
men, able to adapt themselves quickly 
to their surroundings. Special care 


should be taken to see that their. lungs 
are sound: that they are free from 
rheumatism and rheumatic tendencieg, 
and their joints, especially knee joints, 
are strong and have never been wWeak- 
ened by injury -or disease. It is im- 
portant to consider their tempera- 
ments. Men should be of cheerful, 
hopeful dispositions and willing work- 
ers. Those of morose, sullen natures, 
although they may be good workers, 
are very apt, as soon as the novelty 
wears off, to become dissatisfied, pes- 
simistic and melancholy.” 
Mr. Ogilvie, chief of the

“Tt is said by thdse familiar with the 
loeality that the storms which rage in 
the upper altitudes of the Coast Range 
during the greater part of the time 
from October to March are terrific. A 
man caught in one of them runs the 
risk of losing his life, unless he can 
reach shelter in a short time.” 

Mr. Ogilvie 6n this same trip had 
much difficulty with the Indians, and 
they demanded $20 a hundred pounds 
for carrying his goods. On being told 
that the party had a permit from the 
Great Father in Washington to pass 
through the country and that the In-. 
dians would be punished if they inter- 
fered, they reduced the price to $10. 
Mr. Ogilvie estimates that there are 
about 460,000 acres of land along the 
Yukon and its branches that might 
be used for agricultural purposes. He 
gives the miners a bad reputation, He 
Says: 

“I may eay that it is generally very 
difficult to get any exact or even ap- 
proximately exact statement of facts 
or values from miners.

JOINT TELEGRAPH LINE. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The Cana-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—John 
Masterson, aged 75, shot and killed 
John Kurran, his nephew, and fatally 
wounded himself this morning. Kur- 
ran was proprietor of a grocery store 
on Folsom street, near Tenth, and em- 
ployed his uncle as clerk. A few days 
ago, however, he discharged the old 
man, and put a youth named Rees 
in his place. This apparently affected 
Masterson very keenly, but while he 
brooded over his discharge he evinced 
no sign of harboring any ill-feeling. 
This morning Masterson appeared at 
the store and, after a few words with 
his nephew, drew a pistol and fired 
three shots at Kurran, who fell after 
the third shot, which took effect in 
his left breast. Masterson then at- 
tempted to kill Rees, but the-latter 
fled, and the old man then turned the 
weapon upon himself, inflicting a fatal 
wound in his head. 


STRUCK A ROOT. 


Freight Train Derailed and a Tramp 
Killed—Four Men Injured. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Aug. 16.—Shortly 
before midnight, freight train No. 31, 
north-bound on the Southern Pacific, 
struck a root which had fallen from 
the mountain side in Cow Creek Cafion, 
derailing the engine and eight cars, 
killing a tramp, and seriously, if not 
fatally, injuring the fireman, also 
badly burning three tramps riding on 
the brake-beams. 

For some days past a forest fire has 
been burning on Cow Creek Ca/fion, 
and as the train rounded a curve there 
came tearing down the mountain side 
a huge burning stump. As the loco- 
motive struck the root it left the rails, 
turning completely over into the creek 
bottom, a@nd carrying eight loaded 
freight cars with it. Six other cars 
left the rails, but retained their up 
right position. 

Pinioned in the wreck were six men; 
Fireman Robert McEwan of Portland, 
Brakeman J. N. Flook, an unknown 
tramp were killed, and three tramps, 
named Charles Paulina of Portland, J. 
O’Neil of Butte, Mont,. and : 
Coffee, residence not given, were badly 
injured. 

Engineer Stroub escaped injury by 
jumping, but Fireman McEwan was 
caught beneath the overturned lomo- 
tive and besides being fearfully 
scalded by escaping steam had his right . 
arm fractured. Brakeman Flook sus- 
tained severe bruises and had his 
hands badly scalded. The unknown 
tramp who was killed was caught be- 
neath a car and frightfully crushed. 


ON MOUNT TACOMA’S TOP. 


Two Men and Two Women Nearly 
Starved and Frozen. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Aug. 16.—J. E. 
Mitchell and wife, Miss Jeane McFar- 
lane of Sumner and Sergeant W. A. 
Hall of Puyallup were nearly starved 
and frozen to death at the top of 
Mount Tacoma last week. They were 
held prisoners there for three nights 
and four days by a storm. 

As the party was ascending the 
mountain the storm gathered, and in- 
creased to a hurricane just as they 
scrambled over the rim of the crater 
into a place of shelter. They re- 
mained huddled together. during the 
first night and not an eye closed in 
sleep. The next day an attempt was 
made by the men to prepare to escape, 
but the wind blew them back from 
the crater’s rim. The second night 
was passed in a sheltered ice cavern 
with the sulphur-laden steam rising 
on all sides. Prunes and hard tack 
softened by the steam was the bill 
of fare and before the morning of the 
fourth day every morsel of food dis- 
appeared. The party was face to face 
with starvation and the danger of 
freezing to death. The storm broke up 
on the fourth day and all ascaped. 

The Mitchell party reports that the 
Mazamas burned for firewood the big 
flag pole which Oscar Brown of Cle- 
Elum risked his life to carry to the 
top of the mountain five years ago. 
On this pole the largest American flag 
ever unfurled at a three-mile altitude 
was hung up. Mountain climbers from 
all parts of the world had _ carved 
their names on the staff.

VERGARA, Aug. 16.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] About twd hundred persons 
were present at the trial of the /assas- 
sin of Premier Canovas. The vicinity 
‘of the prison was almost deserted, the 
public being apparently indifferent in. 
view of the certainty that the death 
penalty would follow the court-martial. 

Angiollilo, heavily manacled, sat be- 


tween two gendarmes and immie.Jiately 


in front of his judges. On a table 
near by lay his revolver and other 
material evidences of the crim?. The 
president of the court read the dec!ar- 
ations of several witnesses, after-which 
the written statement of the priscaner 
was read by the clerk of the court. 

Angiolillo said he left Yoggia in Oc- 
tober, 1895, and went to Marseilles and 
Barclona, where he took the name of 
José Santos. He at first had no thought 
of becoming an Anarchist, but while 
at Corrinniana he began to be inter- 
ested in anarchist doctrines. He then 
returned to Marseilles, and, after his 
expulsion from the city, he went to 
Belgium and London, where ké spent 
most of his time in the society of Ane 
archists. 

When the execution took place at 
Barcelona, May 4, of five of the An- 
archists convicted of participation in 
the bomb outrage at the feast of Cor- 
pus Christi, he conceived the idea of 
assassinating Canovas. Without seek- 
ing an accomplice he proceeded to 
Spain and carried out the ‘resolution. 
Angiolillo went on to say that the 
passion for vengeance led him to com- 
mit the crime. As he was unacquainted 
with the manufacture of explosives, he 
used the revolver. 

The public prosecutor descrived the 
crime as “premeditated murder,” and 
asked the court to impose the death 
penalty. 

Lieut. Gorria, whom the court had ° 
assigned as counsel to Angiolillo, 
urged that the prisoner was demented 
at the time of the shooting, and made 
a strong appeal to the benevolence of 
the judges. While his counsel was.- 
presenting this plea, Angiolillo listened 


in silence. Then he asked permission 
to speak for himself, which was 
granted. He thanked Lieut. Gorria 


for his efforts, and denied that he had 
any accomplices or that he was an oc- 
complice of those who ¢eommitted the 
bomb-throwing outrage at Barcelona, 
or that he had participated in secret 
gatherings of Anarchists. “When he 
began to discuss anarchist theories, the 
president of the court interrupted him, 
and threatened to stop him if he per- 
sisted in ‘that line of remarks or 
touched upon any matters nut con- 
nected with the trial. 
Angiolillo persisted in speaking of 
politics and of the war in Cuba, and — 
the Philippines. The president said 
that had nothing to do with the crime. 
Angiolillo replied: “I might justify 
myself.’”’ 7 
The president replied: “That is not 
justification. “loreover, you can con- 
vince nobody in that way.” ; 
Angiolillo began again, but the presi- 
dent declared that the trial was ended 
and ordered the courtroom cleared. 
After the prisoner had been conducted 
to his cell, the judges deliberated for 
an hour and then announced the sen- 
tence of the court. 


SOMEWHAT OVERCOME. 
_MADRID, Aug. I8.—Michel Angio- 
lillo, the Anarchist assassin of Pre- 
mier Canovas del Castillo, was tried 
by court-martial yesterday, feund 
guilty and tentenced to death. Upon 
hearing the sentence Angiolillo turned 
deathly pale and had to be assisted 
from the courtroom. He will pe gar- 
roted within the prison.

CHARLES HARTFORD SUCCEEDS. 


SAYS HE STRUCK THE BONANZA SO 


LONG SOUGHT. 
Did not Bring it Away With Him, 
but Will Get it Later—Has a 


Concession from Costa 
Rica’s Government, 


_ [BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 16.—[Spe- 


cial Dispatch.] Schooner Aurora, 
which left here in April last with 
Capt. Fred Hackett and other seal- 


ing captains, and Mrs. Brennan, to 
search for treasure alleged to be 
buried on Cocos Island, returned here 
this morning. They were unable to 
find the treasure, but Charles Hart- 


ford, who came up on the schooner as 


passenger, claims to have it located. 

Hartford is an. American  watch- 
maker, soldier and adventurer. He 
says he has located the treasure and 
knows where he can lay his hands on 
$30,000,000. Being afraid that it would 
cost him his life if he unearthed it 
without proper protection, he is wait- 
ing the proper time before he takes 
it from the earth. 

Hartford has papers signed by. Costa 
Rican Minister Juan J: Ulloa, granting 
him .a concession to search for hidden 
that if he is 
successful he is to give two-fifths of 
his find to the government, while the 
other three-fifths is to become his 
property. This concession, which was 
written in Spanish, is dated August 24, 
1896, and soon after receiving it Hart- 
ford, with a little negro servant, went 
to the island, armed, as was Capt. 
Hackett, with charts, “and began the 
search. According to the terms of his 
agreement, the government of Costa 
Rica was to send a steamer over to the 
island every three months, but they 


_ did not carry out their agreement, and 
he was left alone. 


He lived on fish, and notwithstand- 


ing the fact that he suffered a great 


deal, he worked hard. His hard work 
was ultimately rewarded, for at length, 
he says, he unearthed glittering 
treasure, but he soon covered it up 
again and obliterated his marks, for 


‘there was another man on the island 


in search for treasure, a German, 
named August Gissler. He had a con- 
cession from the Costa Rican govern- 


‘ment, granting him permission to start 


a plantation, but did not do so. 
Hartford waited on the island for a 


steamer to take him away, and finally 


the Aurora came. They searched for 
the treasure and he watched them, but 
their efforts were in vain. They passed 
and repassed the spot where the gold 


‘was hidden. Hartford feared that they 
might find the. treasure, 
posed to assist them if they would 
‘give him half and

land him at an 
American port, but they refused, and. 
the search continued. Finally, becom- 
ing disgusted, Capt. Hackett gave up 
the search and sailed for Victoria 
with Hartford as a passenger. 
Hartford will communicate with the 
Costa Rican government, and expects 
to return soon to the treasure island 
and become a millionaire. He says 
that had the searchers followed the di- 
rections of Mrs. Brennan they would 
have found the treasure. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


VICTORIA (B. C.,) Aug. 16.—The 
steamer Aurora, which left here early 
in the year with a number of sealing 
captains on board to search for treas- 
ure alleged to be hidden on Cucos Isl- 
and, returned this morning, the trip 
having been a complete failure. Mrs. 
Brennan, who believed she could locate 
the treasure from directions given her 
by her husband, who claimed to have 
found the treasure some years ago, and 
only took part of it, was deeply dis- 


appointed. 


C. Harford came up from Cocos Isl- 
and on the Aurora. He has been on 
the island for the Costa Rica govern- 
ment and claims to have been left 
there for a year.

FIGEL’S CASE. 


The Coroner and Others Testify 
About Wounds,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—At the 
preliminary examination of Theodore 
A. Figel, charged with the murder 
of his employer, Isaac Hoffman, June 
1 last, today Coroner Hawkins testified 
to the effect that he was present at 
the autopsy upon Hoffman’s body, and 
reading from the original notes taken 
at the inquest, described the wounds 
found on the head of the deceased.

Charged Up With Expense Money 
They Never Had. 


STORY OF THE THREE LEDGERS. 


THE WAY IN WHICH THE 
FAULTER WAS CAUGHT, 


DE- 


President Cline Tells an Interesting 
Story—A New Complaint Sworn 
out Charging BlackmanWith 
Having Embezzled $10,000. 


Just how W. R. Blackman, the ex- 
treasurer of the Electric Light Com- 
pany, stole the money he has con- 
fessed to having taken and for the 
theft of which he is now in jail await- 
ing trial, has never been told. In fact, 
no one but Blackman could tell how 
the embezzling was done until today. 
Being an expert book-keeper, he had 
covered his stealings so carefully that 
it required all the ingenuity of the ex- 
perts to track him through the maze of 
figures and entries from the cash book 
to the ledger. They have done it, how- 
ever, in part and have found the trail 
that will lead to the other thefts. 

Yesterday Blackman was arraigned 
before Justice Young on a new com- 
plaint. This charged him with embez- 
Zling $10,000 while acting as secretary 
and treasurer of the Electric Light 
Company, and in this complaint were 
embodied all the various complaints 
heretofore sworn out against him. 
There were four complaints, namely, 
one for’ stealing $1000, another for 
$753.10, another for $137.44 and one for 
$60. Justice Young fixed the bail in 
the sum of $7500 on the new complaint, 
and set the examination for August 26. 

The examination of Blackman’s 
books robs him of even the so-called 
respectability among thieves, which at- 
taches to a bold and clever robber. He 
is proven to have been a petty thief, 
and to have taken money in a way that 
threw the blame on other employés. 
President Cline reluctantly talked about 
the embezzlements yesterday. He 
said: 

“We, that is the Electric Light Com- 
pany, are prosecuting Blackman, and 
we propose to continue to do so, even 
if he settled with his bondsmen. fifty 
times over. 
ful manner, when he .was the most 
trusted employé we had. Had we not 
had such implicit confidence in his in- 
tegrity he would have been caught 
much sooner than he was, desnite all 
his cunning. 

“How was he caught? Well, it was 
this way,’ said Mr. Cline. “I was about

nado for a month. All the other em- 
ployés had been given their vacations, 
including Blaekman, and I was anx- 
Pious to get a much-needed rest.* Be- 
fore going I took the trial balance for 
the current month, and was comparing 
it with the monthly statement, when 
I suddenly discovered that the amount 
credited to outstanding bills on the 
trial balance was greater than the en- 
tire receipts for the month. To ex- 
plain. Wecollect our bills for gas and 
electric light weekly, and at the end 
of each month there is probably the 
amount of one week’s bills and a little 
over outstanding. Now. we will sup- 
pose, not giving exact figures, that the 
trial balance showed $15,000 in bills out- 
standing, when the whole month’s bills 
were only $10,000. This would indicate 
that not a cent of the previous month’s 
bills had been collected, hut in addi- 
tion that $5000 worth of hills from some 
previous month were still out. I knew 
that such a condition of affairs could 
not exist, and I sent for Blackman. 

“Now, to go back a bit, Blackman 
had his vacation from April 30 to May 
10, but when he found I was gecing 
away for a month he came in one day 
and as a special favor to himself asked 
that he be allowed to attend a conven- 
tion of one of the secret orders to 
which he belonged, to be held in Den- 
ver on August 20. Hhe asked to be 
away until September 2, and 4 most 
willingly said yes. He was an old 
employé, and we were more than glad 
to faver him when we could do so. 

“Well, to return to the day of the 
discovery. As I said, I sent for Mr. 
‘Rlackman and showed him the figures 
telling him there must be something 
wrong; that no such amount of money 
eculd be outstanding on uncollected 
bills. He agreed with me, and said he 
would at omece look into the matter, 
and, as he went out, I told him to bring 
me one: of the individual ledgers in 
which our accounts with our patrons 
are kept, and of which we have three. 
He brought me the book and, running 
it over, I soon saw the bills had been 
collected, so far as that book was con- 
cerned, and I asked for another one. 
. He brought it, and I began to look it 
over, When he suggested that the book 
was in use outsidesand was needed, I 
said I would keep it. Then he said: ‘I 
ean figure this out quicker than any- 
body. Give me the book.’ I refused, 
and for the first time became suspi- 
cious. One ledger I kept myself. An- 
other one I turned over to my clerk 
and the third ledger Blackman volun- 
tarily said he would figure. It did not 
take long, and When fhe figures were 
mae, the shortage was apparent. I 
turned to Blackman and said: 
““**RBlackman, who stole this money” 

“He was silent for a second or two, 
and then said, ‘Well, you can charge 
me with $2000 of it.’ 

“T at once sent for Director Van 
Dyke, vice-president of the company, 
and Louis Vetter, agent of the Pacific 
Surety Company, which corporation is 
Blackman’s. bondsman to the amount 
of $10,000. They came, and I again 
sent for Blackman. When he came in 
I told him Mr. Vetter wanted to ask 
him some questions. Vetter put the 
matter straight, ‘Blackman,’ he said, 
‘how much money have you stolen? 
Tell us the exact amount if you can.’ 

“After a moment’s thought. 
man said, ‘It is about $2500. 
more than that, [I am sure.’ 

“This was raising the amount he had 
confessed to me $500. I was like a 
man hit with a club. I could not real- 
ize that Blackman was a thief. Of 


It is not 


suspected. Well, you know all about 
his arrest and all that. Now, as to 
how he took the money: He took it in 
many ways. One favorite way was to 
charge bills twice on the ledger, and 
pocket the second payment himself. 
Another way, and an ingenious one, 
was this: In his ledger accounts when 
it came time to take off a trial bal- 
ance, the entries would only extend 
down part way of the page. Blackman 
would foot-up the entries in lead pencil 
and falsify them. If he .was Short 
$1000, he would make his lead pencil 
footings cover the shortage. In every 
case where the entries reached the bot-, 


tom of the page and he had to make 
the footings in ink, he would make 
the correct footings. You see, he did 
not falsify the entries, but falsified 
the lead pencil footings, trusting that 
any one looking over the books would 
take the lead pencil footings as correct.

“But the meanest way in which 
Blackman stole our money. was. this,” 
continued Mr. Cline. “I ran across an 
entry of $59 cash given to one of our 
solicitors in one month. We allow our 
solicitors a reasonable amount of ex- 
pense money but not $60 a month. I 
Sent for the solicitor and found he had 
expended $12 during the month. Black- 
man had charged him with $59 and 
pocketed the difference. The man 
might have been. discharged for ex- 
travagance. had not Blackman’s thefts 
been discovered. 

“To make a long story” short, we 
found Blackman $753.10 short in his 
cash drawer when he was arrested; 
$253.10. of this amount was short in 


gctual cash, and $500 in an overdraft 
on the bank. 


“How long it will 


take us to go 
through Blackman’s books I : don’t 
know. -I am afraid he is a heavy de- 
faulter. 


You cannot rely on what he 
Says. At first he confessed to $2000, 
then raised it to not more than $2500. 
Afterwards I am told he confessed to 
Louis Vetter that he had stolen $3400, 
and so it goes. Nobody, and I include 
Blackman, knows, I believe. just how 
much the man has stolen. But he has 
Stolen his last dollar for some time if 
our company can prevent him. We are 
not vindictive; we are not hounding 
the man; but we are prosecuting him 
as a thief who neither respected our 
confidence nor sought to save his fel- 
low employés from the consequences 
of his crimes. It may be no more 
complaints* will be filed, but that de- 
pends, We have a sure case against 
him, outside of his own admissions.” 
Mrs. Abbotta, Blackman’s mistress, 
is still in the city, and says she is 
soing to stay here.

THE MISSING LINK. 


Figueroa Street from Sixth to Pico 
‘ to Be Paved, 


The threat of the City Council to 
stop the sprinkling of Figueroa (form- 
erly Pearl) street between Sixth and 
Pico streets, because that portion 
thereof has not been graded in ac- 
cordance with the regulations for 
Street sprinkling has already borne 
good fruit, and is. likely to result 
speedily in placing the neglected sec> 
tion of that splendid thoroughfare in 
the condition which has long been de- 
sired and which it. must ultimately at- 
tain in order to meet the require- 
ments of traffic. 

Sergt. W. T. Jeffries of the police 
force, Charles Forrester and other in- 
terested property-holders have long 
agitated the question of paving Fig- 
ueroa street from Sixth to Pico, but 
the project was“opposed by the owners 
of a majority of the frontage, on ac- 
count of the heavy expense, and it 
was not until the threat was made to 
abandon sprinkling that the efforts of 
the more progressive citizens bade fair 
to succeed. It is understood that M. 
M. Potter and other leading property 
holders are now favorable to: paving, 
and there is now every assurance that 
the improvement will be undertaken at 
an early date. 

A meeting of all persons interested 
in the matter has been ealled for 
Wednesday evening at 7:30 o’clock, in 
the vacant store room in the Spence 
Block, corner. of Sixth and Figueroa 
Streets,. when plans will be discussed. 

The plan most advocated is to lay 
asphalt gutters ten feet wide, with 
crushed porphyry or bituminous rock 
pavement between. If this is carried 
out it will make one of the finest thor- 
oughfares in the city and will greatly 
enhance the property fronting thereon. 
Figueroa street is already paved its 
entire width from Pico street to Wash- 
ington, and the portion. from Wash- 
ington street south to the city limits 
has asphalt gutters that constitute a 
paved driveway on either side wide 
enough for any vehicle. , 

The paving of that section of Fig- 
ueroa street hetween Pico and Sixth 
streets would no doubt force repaving 
of Sixth street to Main, thus affording 
a continuous paved thoroughfare from 
the business center through one of the 
finest residence. sections of the city 
to its southernmost limits. It would 
undoubtedly become the most-traveled 
route in the citv by wheelmen and 
persons driving for pleasure. 

In the southern part of the city the 
distance between Figueroa street and 
Main, which is also noved to the city 
limits, is only two b%ocks. By simi- 
larly improving one of the cress 
streets connecting Main and Figueroa 
south of Jefferson, a circuit of paved 
streets would be formed that would 
constitute a, boulevard system at least 
eight miles in length.

TORPEDO-BOAT FLOTILLA

ISSUES INSTRUCTIONS, 


After Organization a Cruise Shall Be 
Made South Along the Atlantic 
Coast and in the Gulf of Mexico 
as Far as Galveston—Ascent of 
the Mississippi also Required.

“WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Acting Sec- 
retary Roosevelt today issued instruc- 
tions to Lieut. W. W. Kimball, who 
will be the commanding officer of the 
torpedo boat flotilla, about to be or- 
ganized on the Atlantic coast. It is 
the intention of the department that 
the Atlantic flotilla shall consist of 
six boats, viz: The Rogers, Porter, 
Ericsson, Cushing, Foote and Dupont, 
and that these boats shall be fitted 
out ready for cruising in flotilla and 
shall rendezvous at New York by the 
lst of October. 

When the flotilla is organized it 
will move south along the coast, look- 
ing in at such ports as may be desig- 
nated by the department or may be 
selected by Lieut. Kimball for a visit, 
and will work around into the Gulf of 
Mexico and as far west as Galveston, 
> 
- Lieut. Kimball is ordered to be ready 
to ascend the Mississippi above New 
Orleans, on a good stage of water, as 
early as possible in March or April, 
1898, and upon leaving the Mississippi 
River, proceed to Hampton Roads, 
Va. Within these limits of time and 
place, he is given discretion as to the 
employment of the flotilla. He is in- 
structed to determine as far as pos- 


crafts in extended operations along 
the coast, and to report upon the types 
of torpedo craft and equipment best 
suited for such service. 
Lieut. Kimball, besides being in ac 
tive command of the flotilla, will also 
be in command of the Rodgers, which 
is not yet in commission. The Du- 
pont is not yet in commission, but it 
is believed that Lieut. Wood will com- 
mand her. To each of the commanders 
of the Ericsson, Porter, Cushing and 
Foote, Secretary Roosevelt has _is- 
sued an order directing that®each boat 
be gotten ready for cruising in flotilla, 
and frem now until joining the flotilla 
to devote as much time as possible to 
exercising and training their respec- 
tice commands in maneuvering the 
vessels and torpedo practice. . 


TOO MANY ASSESSMENTS. 


A Receiver Asked for the American 
Legion of Honor. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK; Aug. 16.—The Herald 
Says: 

“It is announced in Jersey City that 
papers have been filed in the United 
States Court in Boston on behalf of 
James McNamara of Jersey City for 
the appointment of a receiver for the 
American Legion of Honor. The peti- 
tion asks that the receivers shall take 
charge of all moneys paid in as as- 
sessments by members of the order, 
and that the Legion of Honor be en- 
joined from separating moneys re- 
ceived by it from former assessments 
as is now done. 

“The bill sets forth that when Mc- 
Namara became a member of the Le- 
gion of Honor, each life-insurance cer- 
tificate was a charge upon all moneys 
received from assessments, and _ the 
number of deaths regulated the num- 
ber of assessments ordered, but that on 
December 1, 1896, a change was made 
and persons holding certificates were 
divided into two classes and the moneys 
received from each class were held 
separate and were charged only with 
the payment of certificates in the class 
to which the moneys belonged, thereby 
changing the object of the original 
contracts without thé assent of the 
members who made the contracts, and 
also increasing’ the number of assess- 
ments. 

“The filing of this ‘petition for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the Amer- 
ican Legion of Honor is the continua- 
tion of the fight which has been made 
by some of the members against some 
of the order. More than a year ago 
some sixteen councils or branches of 
the organization in this city and Brook- 
lyn seceded because of the increasing 
number of assessments. There were 
in these branches about ten thousand 
Germans. They contended that the

LAW WILL BE ENFORCED. 


DOMINION REGULATIONS GOVERN- 
ING THE KLONDYKE, 


The Canadian Government Will En- 
force All Regulations Impar- 
‘tally but) Firmly — Resistance 

_ Will Be Futile and Unwise. 


In the San Francisco Chronicle for 
August 15, is published a communica- 
tion over the signature of Taliesin 
Evans, treating of the administration 
of law in British mining camps. The 
article contains a great amount of in- 
formation which will be of interest to 
persons intending to visit the Klon- 
dyke region. The writer says: 

“Every gold mining under 
British dominion has witnessed an im- 
partial administration of law from the 
date of the announcement of the dis- 
covery of gold within it.. If it be in 
a territory not provided with a co- 
lonial form of government, as British 
Columbia was prior to the discovery 
of gold on the lower Fraser in 1858, 
such a government is promptly created 
‘by the British Colonial Secretary, and 
laws are at once provided for its gov- 
ernment—for the protection of life and 
property—and means furnished for 
their administration. In this respect 
the British practice has differed from 
our own. In the United States the 
miners who have flocked to the new 
gold districts have been left to create 
laws for their government, and in 
most cases to provide means for their 
administration; and the State, Terri- 
torial and Federal governments have 
paid very little attention to them un- 
less the communities were well estab- 
lished. The same policy has been pur- 
sued under the two flags as regards 
those public works which are neces- 
sary to facilitate the development of 
the mineral wealth contained in the 
public lands. Under the British flag 
trails and roads and telegraphs . are 
promptly pushed into the new terri- 
tory, under government direction, to 
cheapen the cost of transportation 
and to open direct communication 
with the seaboard and civilization. In 
the United States these matters have 
been left largely to the miners them- 
selves and to private enterprise. In 
pursuance of this policy the Dominion 
of Canada supplied the Klondyke 
district, on the receipt of the news of 
the discovery of gold there; with all 
the machinery of government for the 
protection of life and property, the 
preservation of the peace, the care of 
government interests and an equitable 
division of the gold-bearing placers 
among the adventurous spirits that it 
foresaw would flock there and those 
who were already on the ground. The 
government has, therefore, been pres- 
ent in the district ,from the earliest 
date, with well-defined laws regulat- 
ing the business of placer mining and 
the protection of individual rights.” 

As a rule, the Dominion authorities 
have not required a large forces af 
men to enforce the regulations. In 
Cariboo, only one gold commissioner 
and two or three constables to carry 
out his edicts and preserve the peace 
are needed. A larger force ‘vill be re- 
quired in Klondyke, owing to its prox- 
imity to the Alaskan border. But 
whatever force is needed will be pro- 
vided, and the laws will be enforced 
at all hazards. Mr. Evans further says: 

“Californians flocking to the new 
camp may be possessed with the idea 
that the Klondyke mining district will 
be something similar to all California 
mining camps in-early days, and that 
the majority will rule, no matter what 
nationality is in control or what flag 
claims jurisdiction over the soil. A 
similar idea prevailed in the Fraser 
River rush of 1858, but Gov. James 
Douglas promptly proved to the con- 
trary. The same idea possessed those 
who rushed to Cariboo in 1862: and 1863, 
and yet it was found that the British 
law officers were in control and the 
laws of the colony in force, and so 
equitably were the laws adminisiered | 
that at no time were there more than 
three gold commissioners and less than 
half a dozen constables stationed in a 
territory of nearly one hunAlred mites’ 
square, this small force’ holding juris-' 
diction at one time over a mining pop- 
ulation of at least thirty thousand min- 
ers gathered from all parts of the 
world. And-so effective was the ad- 
ministration of law there that I can- 
not recall more than one death by vio- 
lence during the first ten years of 


third year of the district’s existenc 
the number of gold commissioners wa 
reduced to two, one being stationed at 
Quesnellemouth and the other at Rich- 
field, William Creek, and the number 
of constables was limited to three, 
two at William Creek and one at 
Quesnellemouth. Lawless sdventurers 
found themselves in an ancoagenial 
atmosphere, notwithstanding thesmall 
force of law officers in the district. 
Every lover of peace, every respéecter 
of law, every one who valued rprotec- 
tion to his person and his »roperty, 
no matter what the. nationality— 
whether British citizens or saliens— 
supported the laws and the orficers 
administering them, and the rowdies 
who entered the colony with the 
pronounced intention of running 
things their own way found  them- 
selves in a hopeless minority and pow- 
erless to work any mischief. Most of 
the lucky miners in Cariboo were 
Americans, who had little if any sym- 
pathy with British ideas and institu- 
tions, but they were among the estanch- 
est supporters of the law and law offi- 
cers. The tendency of the accumula* 
tion of wealth is to make the posses- 
sor conservative, particularly so in a 
district where another line of conduct | 
is liable to put his person and his 
property in jeopardy. 

“Almost all the rushers to the Klon- 
dyke from this section of the country 
are going to the new mines with fire- 
arms. The government officers 6f the 
Northwest Territory are aware of it. 
If there is any likelihood of any trou- 
ble growing out of this fact the 
mounted police are sure to demand a 
surrender of such firearms at the bor- 
der, for the carrying of arms, except 
by enlisted men, on British territory is 
not a matter of right, but one of toler- 
ation merely. The disarming of the 
men entering the Northwest Territory 
no matter what route they traverse, 
will be a very simple process. Let us 
assume that the rush will represent 
10,000 men. That number of men in 
one body and all armed, even though 
they were undisciplined rabble, 
would be very formidable to handle by 
a small body of well-disciplined mili- 
tary police. But it will be impossible 
for the rushers to the new gold fields 
to present themselves at the border at 
the same time any more than it will 
be possible to march together on the 
trails leading to the Klondyke. . Each 
man will be eager to outstrip all others 
on the journey. The line of rushers 
will therefore be a very straggling and 
attenuated one when it reaches . the 
border, and the mounted police will 
have a comparatively easy job of deal- 
ing with it. Then, again, once in the 
mining district, the feverish desire to 
get a rich claim will. become the all- 
absorbing idea in the mind of the gald 
seeker, and all thought or oppdsition to 
law and its officers will vanish. 

‘“‘Let me say, however, that any man 
who intends entering the Klondyke de- 
termined to resist the enforcement of 
its laws is bent on a very foolish er- 
rand and will have lots of time after 
he gets there to repent it.” 

There have been two attempts in 
British Columbia to enact legislation 
for the levying of an export tax on 
gold, but both have been abandoned 
because of an adverse public opinion.

Klondyke gold will “either put an ab- 
solute end to opposition to the tax or 
make the tax so odious that public sen- 
timent will be unanimous against it, 
and the ‘government will voluntarily 
abolish it.” Mr. Evans says, in con- 
clusion: 

“The area of preémption in the new 
district has been reduced to conform 
with the conditions prevailing in. the 
district. In-Cariboo, in its earlier his- 
tory, creek claims were restricted to 100 
feet square. The ground was rich 
enough to warrant that limitation, and 
miners who were fortunate enough to 
get a paying claim obtained enough out 
of such a small area to fully recom- 
pense them for all their toil, expense 
and trouble. After the shallower sec- 
tions were occupied and worked, and 
further exploitation for gold depended 
on the investment'of capital, it became 
necessary, to encourage that invest- 
ment, to enlarge the area of a mining 
preémption, and in some cases im- 
mense concessions of gold-bearing ter- 
ritory have been made in that district 
to capitalized corporations that are in- 
vesting enormous sums in the develop- 
ment of the property. For instance, a 
concession or royal grant of twenty 
miles of lower Lightning Creek has 
been made to a corporation having a 
capital of $20,000,000, because the win- 
ning of the gold from the bed of that 
water course requires the lifting of the 
stream into a flume hung to the side of 
either one of the ranges flanking it, in 
the same way that the Feather River 
has been lifted out of its bed above Oro- 
ville, and Lightning Creek in flood 
season carries quite as large a volume 
of water as the Feather River at any 
stage. The original locators in the 
Klondyke got the benefit of laws pak- 
terned after those in force in Cariboo 
and other placer districts in British 
Columbia, and which, as stated, were 
framed to meet special conditions. The 
reduction of the area deprives a pre- 
emptor now from getting quite as big 
a slice as he might have got a few 
month ago, but it has the advantage 
of giving more men entering the coun- 
try a chance to recoup themselves for 
their enterprise and outlay. One hun- 
dred feet of a paying channel ought to 
fairly compensate any miner, if the 
ground is rich; if it should turn out 
poor, he will not want a foot of it. 

“In keeping with precedence the Do- 
minion government is already engaged 
in improving communication with the 
Klondyke. It is thus seeking temporary 
favors from the United States for the 
construction of a telegraph line across 
country, and it has obtained the con- 
cession of a sub-port of entry at Dyea 
to facilitate the transportation of mer- 
chandise, so that there shall be the 
least amount of distress growing out of 
a possible scarcity of supplies. It has 
decided to give the Klondyke a monthly 
mail service, and I have no hesitation 
in saying that the promise will be kept. 
From the existing wagon road in the 
Stickeen Valley (built by the govern- 
ment during the Cassiar excitement) to 
the headwaters of the Yukon, there is

Collis” has been quietly buying up 
this land and as soon as the Terminal 
people got wind of this fact they de- 
cided that there was no more of it 
for sale. It has been, only a short time 
since the big purchase otf the Southern 
Pacific at San Pedro became known. 
This purchase was immediately fol- 
lowed by a visit to this city by Chief 
Engineer Hood. While in Southern 
California the greater part of his time 
was spent at San Pedro with the corps 
of engineers which was making sound- 
ings there. All this tended to show 
that Huntington proposed to gobble 
everything in sight. 

When Mr. Hood went North he took 
with him a carload of rock samples 
which it is generally supposed was for 
the purpose of making estimates to be 
used in bidding for the work when 
Secretary Alger advertises for bids for 
the government breakwater.

MEETING OF MERCHANTS AND 
MANUFACTURERS. 


Discussion of Home Products Com- 
mittee and Means by Which Its 
Work May Be Advanced. 


A FUND FOR ADVERTISING. 


COMMITTEE TO OFFER ITS SERV- 
ICE TO COUNCIL, 


Proposed Bargain Week Infor lly 
Discussed—No Action faked. 
Subject Left to Individual 
Inclination, 


About forty members of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion gathered in the rooms of the or- 
ganization last evening for the regular 
monthly meeting. President Frank oc- 
cupied the chair and the meeting was 
devoted largely to a discussion of the 
special Home Products Committee and 
the various means by which its work 
might be furthered and brought to a 
successful issue. 

Chairman Koepfli spoke of bre work 
done by the committee and outlined its 
plan of operations. He urged the ne- 
cessity of continuous advertising and 
said that the newspapers had done 
their duty by the movement and 
treated it fairly. He suggested that a 
fund be created for the purpose of ad- 
vertising the principles of the Home 
Products Committee in the home and 
country papers, and as the newspapers 
were just as much home products as 
anything else, favors should not be 
asked of them unless their advertising 
columns were patronized in return. 
Touching on the question of pure foods, 
the speaker suggested that the com- 
mittee appoint a chemist to examine 
and analyze foods offered for sale, and 
if such were found to be up to the 
Standard, to label them accordingly. 
The question of the home-products ex- 
hibition was then brought up, as_ to 
whether it should be made an annual 
or permanent affair, and whether it 
would not be better to start in and 
make a thorough campaign of the home 
products and follow it up with an ex- 
hibition. 
to be considered at another meeting. 

Mr. Burnham thought that the first 
work of the association should be to 
popularize home products, and offered 
a motion that every member present 
should request his wife to stand 
strictly by home products when or- 
dering for the household, that the ap- 
preciation of each member for such 
articles might be shown as a starting 
point. The motion was carried with- 
out a dissenting voice. | 

The question of advertising was dis- 
cussed at some length, and President 
Frank sugested that the members of 
the association and others if they de- 
sired, contribute to the proposed fund. 

F. W. Braun, as a participant in the 
Home: Products Exhibition, was called 
upon to give his experience, and said 
that the additional sales of the two 
commodities advertised by his firm 


' were sufficient to cover the costs of 


the exhibit and the‘additional adver- 
tising. That he believed the exhibition 
to be a good.thing, but that he con- 
sidered it necessary for each manufac- 
turer to do his own individual work in 
the way of advertising his own par- 
ticular brands. The speaker advocated 
the gathering of as large a sum as 
Was possible, to use in awakening the 
interest of the public in home indus- 
tries, and moved that the association 
appropriate $50 a month, provided the 
manufacturers would give ten times 
that amount, for a period of six 
months, for the purpose of advertising 
in the papers of Southern California 
and gwakening a sentiment in favor 
of home products. The motion was 
carried, with the addition of a clause 
providing that all the contracts for ad- 


‘vertising be made by the association, 


and the money expended through the 
Board of Directors, 

In reply to a question regarding the 
number of manufacturers to be 
reached, Secretary Zeehan‘lelaar stated 
a he had sent out letters tu about 

Weightier considerations were then 
laid aside for a time, and the question 
of a holiday discussed, the: matter hav- 
ing been brought up through invita- 
tions extended to the organizations 
by the Mt. Lowe and the Terminal 
Railroad companies, to participate in 


an excursion at reduced rates. It was’ 


finally decided to accept the alluring 
invitation to Terminal Island, at some 
date to be decided later. 

President Frank introduced the wa- 
ter question as one of great importance, 
and said that it had been suggested 
that the association offer its services 
to the Council to assist by “«rbitration 
or in any other way, in adjusting the 
very important matter. The speaker 
suggested that a committee of three be 
appointed to offer their services for 
the purpose, in response to the sugges- 
tion from the Council that it would 
be glad to have representatives from 
other bodies assist it in its decision. 
George Sterns moved that the commit- 
tee of three be. appointed by the chair, 


and, after being seconded by G. J. } 


Griffith, the motion was carried unan- 
imously. 

A somewhat lengthy discussion fol- 
lowed as to the relative merits of hume 
and imported products, and the neces- 
sity was discussed of showing the 
home products to be equal in quality 


to those of foreign or eastern manu- | 


facture. 

Mr. Burnham offered a motion ex- 
pressing the association’s ‘\earty ap- 
proval and indorsement of the work 
of its special committee, and pledging 
to it the strongest support. The mo- 
tion was carried. 

Mr. Koepfli suggested that the man- 
ufacturers of food products make ap- 
plication to the special committee, 
with a fee sufficient to cover the cost 
of analysis and labels. That the prod- 
ucts then be gathered and subinitted 
to careful test, and if found up to the 
standard, stamped as pure. 

C. B. Booth spoke of the Pure Food 
Committee in San Francisco, and 
thought a similar body could be ap- 
pointed in this part of the country. 

J. . Newberry cautioned against 
indiscriminate condemnation and sug- 
gested the need of solid com non-sense 
on the part of the Examining Com- 
mittee. 

After a discussion of the merits of 
various home products, Mr. Burnham 
brought up the question of the pro- 
posed Bargain Week, stating a desire 
to know the feeling of the “ss ciation 
toward the proposition. An informal 
discussion followed, without heat or 
passion, and the consensus of opinion 
of the meeting seemed to be that the 
association as such should not take 
the subject up, but leave it to be 
handled by individual mercnants as 
might seem to them best. Those who 
spoke against the proposition did so 
chiefly because of their belief that the 
enterprise would antagonize the ¢oun- 
try merchants. Some of the speakers 
expressed the ‘sentiment that if the 
retailers wished the organization of 
the enterprise, “let them go ahead 
and do it,” as is their right, and the 
offer from President Frank to enter- 
tain a motion to adjourn belag torth-

SUGGESTIONS INVITED. 


COUNCIL SEEKS ADVICE ON STREET 
SPRINKLING CONTRACTS. 


No Progress Made in Settling the 
Water Question—Amendment to 
the Milk Ordinance Recom- 
mended by the Board of Health, 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday. The morning was 
largely occupied with reports from the 
heads of city departments and with 
routine business. 

Street Superintendent Drain presented. 
a report recommending that the Coun- 
cil pass an ordinance for the resur- 
facing of Spring street, from Sixth to 
Ninth streets; that a similar improve- 
ment be made on Sixth street from 
Figueroa to Spring; and that First 
street be graded between Hill and 
Broadway. The recommendations were 
referred to the Board of Public Works. 

The regular reports of the City As- 

sessor, City Treasurer and City Aud- 
itor were read and referred to the 
Finance Committee.. 
Water Overseer Casey’s com- 
munication to the Council, calling at- 
tention to the shortage of water and 
charging it to the improper diversion 
of water by the water company, was 
read and referred to the Zanja Com- 
mittee. 

Building Superintendent Stratton pre- 
sented a request for an assistant, stat- 
ing that the duties of his office had 
been largely increased on account of 
the territory annexed to the city and 
saying that although the city charter 
authorized him to call upon the City, 
Engineer and the Chief Engineer of. 
the fire department, they could not af- 
ford him such assistance as he re- 
quired. The matter was referred to 
the Finance Committee. 

Police Judge Morrison’s report of fees 
collected and his report of cases aris- 
ing from violations of city, ordinances, 
were read and referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Sundry reports from the Finance 
Committee, already published, were 
read and approved. 

The report of the Building Commit- 
tee, recommending that the Board of 
Directors of the Public Library be 
permitted to make alterations in the 
library rooms, was approved.’ 

Similar action was taken as to the 
report of the Sewer Committee, recom- 
mending the awarding of certain con- 
tracts and an ordinance of intention 
for the construction of a sewer along 
Bauchet street was passed as recom- 
mended by the committee. 

The report of the Supply Committee 
approving requisitions for current ex- 
penses was approved. The same com- 
mittee presented the following report 
and action was taken as recom- 
mended: 

“In the matter of proposals received 
to furnish horses and conveyances for 
the use of the various officials of the 
city for one year, we recommend that 
the bids of H. Leithead at the follow- 
ing rates: 

“Single horse and buggy, one-half day, 
$1.50; single horse and buggy, all day, 
$2; two horses and two-seater, one-half 
day, $2.50; two horses and two-seater, 
all day, $3; two horses and three-seater, 
one-half day, $3; two horses and three- 
seater, all day, $3.50; be aecépted, and 
the City Attorney instructed to prepare 
and present the necessary contract and 
bond. 

“In the matter of bids received for 
furnishing coal and kindling, and gro- 
ceries, there being but*one bid in each 
case, we recommend that all bids be 
rejected and that the City Clerk be- 
instructed to readvertise for bids for 
coal and kindling, and that copies of 
the advertisement be mailed to the 
leading dealers in the city in order 
that your committee may know that 
all have had an opportunity to bid.”

“The closing saved the Indian gov- 
ernment from the losses incident to a 
heavy fall in exchange and conse- 
quently from a disastrous increase in 
the burden of its goid obligations. It 
is undoubtedly true that it also helped 
to keep down the gold value of silver 
bullion, but may not the question be 
raised whether the lower price of silver 
is necessarily disastrous to that India 
which purchases it also largely? Since 
1893 she has been the only real whole- 
sale customer for silver. Other cus- 
tomers are of the retail order. 

“The delicate adjustment of the rela- 
tive prices of the rupee and silver 
formerly existing has been rudely 
shattered by recent events. Since 1896 
the rupee has risen and silver has fal- 
len. The fact is, the forces now acting 
upon the price of silver have become 
too tremendous to be dominated by 
such delicate influences as preceded 
the defeat of Bryan’s silver party and 
Japan’s adoption of the gold standard. 
These events have proved causes too 
potent to be withstood.” |

all that is now needed to bring a great 
experiment to a successful ending is a 
little courage, as well as resources on 
the part of the financiers of the Indian 
empire.

financial fOurnals as a most important 
event in the banking business of this 
country. It is described as not being 
a speculative institution, that is, it was 
not organized for the purpose of en- 
abling any person or persons to make 
money, nor as an investment by or for 
any one. It is an organization of 
banks and bankers, for the purpose 
of advancing the interests of banks 
and bankers, with two main objects in 
view: Indemnity against loss by bur- 
glary and robbery of banks and the 
safe shipment of money and securities 
between banks. | 

In respect to the first of these two 
objects: Indemnity against’ loss by 
burglary and robbery of banks, the 
company follows the principle of fire 
insurance. It issues a policy to the 
bank against loss for the term of one 
or five years as desired. The policy 
‘provides full protection against both 
burglary and robbery, the cond s of 
the policy being in accordance with 
the actual conditions found with the 
bank desiring insurance. In respect to 
the shipping of money and securities 
the company has followed the prin- 
When:a 
bank which is insured with the com- 
pany desires to ship money or. secur- 
ities to a customer or -correspondent, 
it sends a notice to the company to 
that effect, stating value, and then 
makes the shipment. When, on .the 
other hand, a bank wants money or 
securities shipped to it from a corre- 
spondent or customer the latter is in- 
structed to send a notice of the ship- 
ment, stating value, to the company. 
On receipt of these notices the account 
of the gssured bank is charged with 
the rate of premium agreed upon and 
it is indorsed on the policy. This pre- 
mium is payable at the close of each 
month; the policy holder pays for just 
what he has shipped, there being no 
other charges or assessments, 
‘The statement is made that the ex- 
pense of moving currency and secur- 
ities by this system will be from 20 
to 50 per cent. less than by express. 
In some cases it has been computed 
that the cost of shipment will be 75 
per cent. less than is paid the express 
for the same service. The rate of prem- 
ium charged is made dependent on the 
risk attending the shipment. All ship- 


ments will be made by registered mail; 


the further statement being made that 
investigation shows there is less ac- 
tual loss of packages in the registered 
mail than in the express. 

From this it would appear that the 
operations of the company are, in this 
latter respect, to be confined to the 
transportation of currency and secur- 
‘ities which can be sent through the 
mails. No mention is made about the 
shipment of coin and bullion which 
will, in all probability, be sent by ex- 
press as hitherto. 


COMMERCIAL, 

DUTIES ON CITRUS FRUITS. The 
Fruitman’s Guide, New York, says 
there is trouble between the customs 
authorities and the fruit importers as 
to how the duties under the new tariff 
should be assessed on imported oranges 
and lemons. The new duty is based 
on the weight of the fruit, and as the 
gross weight of the boxes vary consid- 
erably the question has arisen as to 
how to determine the exact weight of 
the fruit in each box. The Fruit Trade 
Journal, New York, speaking of the 
matter, says it understands that the 
importers and customhouse authorities 
have come to some sort of an agree- 
ment and which is to the effect that 
the gross weight of boxes (oranges, 
presumably) is to be taken at 80 
pounds and halves at 40 pounds, tare 
on Bangor shooks at 17% pounds. ‘‘So,” 
it adds, “it is probable. the duty levied 
will be in the neighborhood of 70 cents 
or 20 per box.”’ There is an absence of 
clearness in this statement that makes 
it valueless, while even the figures fai] 
to tally. It is urged that if any spe- 
cific weight is adopted as a standard 
an importer whose fruit comes.in smal] 
boxes will have to bear a portion of 
the duty properly resting on an im- 
porter who has larger packages. “If, 
on the other hand,” says the Fruit- 
man’s Guide, “the government under- 
takes to average up each line of fruit 
the expense wil be very heavy, as there 
are several hundred lines in each cargo, 

The fruit would have to be removed 
from the boxes, and if the government 
undertakes to replace it, as importers 

_insist should be done, expert packers 
would be required, as packing foreign 
fruit is in itself an art.” 

While there may, at the start, be 
some slight difficulty in making an 
equitable adjustment to parties 
concerned, there is every probability 
that before the first cargo will have 
been disposed of that a Satisfactory 
solution of the difficulty will have been 
reached, and which will serve as the 
governing rule for future arrivals.

THE AGE OF STEEL. Speaking of 
the great increase in stee} production 
in the United States the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat says: “A Statement of 
the growth of the world’s iron anq atea! 
industry appears in a recent issue of 
the Lendon Iron and Coal Trade Re 
view which calls attention particu- 
larly to the fact that the United State 
has taken the lead. In 1866 this eee 
try produced 17,000 tons of steel ang in 
1896 a total of 5,600,000 tons. Even this 
amount was surpassed in 1895, when 
, our production Was — 6,212,671 tons or 
sixteen times that of thirty years be- 
fore. Last year we led Germany 
which stood second, by 172,000 tons and 
Great Britain,-which was third, by 
1,400,000 tons. The fourth country in 
steel-making is France, byt it turns 
out only. one-sixth as much as the 
United States. Austria has advanced 
with rapid strides in steel, and is al- 
most abreast of France. We make 
~ mine times as much steel as Russia or 
Belgium, thirty times as much as Swe- 
den, and fifty times as much as Spain.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—There were periods 
today when the market for stocks had an ap- 
pearance of actual dullness.

They had in their 
favor some reports of crop damage in the 
West, and the result was soon shown in a 
reaction in prices of the Grangers and 
Southwesterns, which had a sympathetic ef- 
fect upon the whole list. Prices of many 
stocks were carried below Saturday's close. 
Although there was a firmer tone later and 
slight recoveries, the market failed to fully 
regain itself below the close, and consequently 
prices of most of the active leaders of the 
market show only slight changes from Sat- 
urday. The net changes, though slight, are 
mostly gains, one or two of the Grangers be- 
ing exceptions. The undertone of strength 
in the market was again strikingly mani- 
fested by the dullness that set in upon the 
declone in prices. Sugar again assumed a 
prominent part in the dealings, and touched 
a new high record price at 1494, but receded 
nearly a point near the close. While the 
early strength carried many stocks to a point 
or over above Saturday’s close, the gain was 
in most cases practically wiped out.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—The wheat market. 
opened with a show of strength and activ- 
ity which was difficult to find a reaso nfor. 
The threatened frosts in the Northwest did 
not materialize, although the danger line 
was reached in several localities, and nothing 
could be learned definitely confirmatory of 
Saturday’s rumor concerning the reduction of 
French duty, which was so influential in that 
‘day’s market. Nevertheless there was an 
almost unanimous rush of shorts to cover 
as soon as the market opened. The start- 
ing place for September was from 85 to 85%, 
compared with 84 at the close of the session 
Saturday. It touched 84% for an instant, 
and then started on an excited whirl, which 
first carried it up to 86%, from that down 
again to 843%, and once more as high as &6\%, 
and all that within an hour after the open- 
ing. The rush for cover revived the talk of 
a September -squeeze. One noticeable fea- 
ture was the absnce of the September bull 
crowd in the pit, the market receiving but 
little help from that direction. Crop reports 
from the Northwest were almost uniformly 
bad, and the fact became one of the im- 
portant factors in sustaining the market late 
in the day. The stocks in regular elevators 
here are now 2,525,000 bushels, or 74,000 less 
than they were a week ago. The world’s 
shipments to Europe last week were 7,300,444 
bushels, compared with 5,035,000 bushels on 
the corresponding week the year before. The 
quantity on ocean passage increased 2,240,000 
bushels. Liverpool was i42d higher to begin 
with, but closed at an advance for the day 
of 1d for spot, and 154d for September deliv- 
ery. After the first hour the market kept 
jumping about in a nervous way on a rather 
small amount of business. An order to buy 
or sell 50,000 would in its execution move the 
price up or down %c per bush]. The price 
of September bobbed up and down a num- 
ber of times between 85% and 86, with the 
tendency in the last hour toward the lower 
quotation, 8544 being asked at the close. 
Trade in corn was heavy enough to keep 
brokers fairly busy. The tone of the market 
was firm, although elevator people were free 
sellers both ofS ptember and December. Oats 
were more active in a general Way, the buy- 
ers being commission houses -with outside 
trade. Prices ruled fractionally higher, with 
wheat and corn, there being no independent 
features of note. #he amount of business 
done in the provision pit was not heavy. 
Confident firmness, however, appeared to un- 
dely the moderate amount of the day’s 
speculative trading.

He is 
hard working and industrious, and conducts 
a vegetable farm out near Westminster, 
bringing the produce twice a week to this 
city. He was arraigned today on a charge 
of assault and the trial postponed until to- 
morrow (Tuesday.) Soles :s held on a charge 
of disturbing the peace. 

According to Soles, the cause of the en- 
mity was that Harris insurtted the wife of 
Soles about six months ago. 

Soles’s wound is not serious.
